4. Claims 1 and 3-8 are objected to because "increases the contact area" (as 
added to claim 1) is a relative comparison and no basis for contrast is given in 
the claim. 

5. Claims 1 and 3-8, as best understood, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over the known LGA discussed by applicant on 
page 1 of the present specification in view of Yatskov. As shown on page 1 of 
the present specification, it is well known to form an LGA with a chip carrier 
having a contact pad on the bottom, a circuit board, and a fuzz button. 
Yatskov teaches the use of the claimed micro-bumps 20 in contact with a 
contact pad 20 in order to improve the connection therebetween. In particular, 
the microbumps offer a better (or increased) contact area over what might 
otherwise occur (column 4, lines 26-35). 

Applicant has not separately discussed or argued the patentability of 
dependent claims 3-8.
